TELLS WOMEN 
OF CHINESE 
CARVED JADE 


Dr. Frank H, Kramer, retired 
head of the education department 
of Gettysburg College, spoke to 
the Woman’s League of Gettys­ 
burg College at its meeting in the 
Student Union building Tuesday 
afternoon on the topic of "Chi­ 
nese Carved Jade " 
He exhibited a number of val­ 
uable pieces of jade, a very hard 
stone which comes from rivers 
and mountains, the carving of 
which is primarily a Chinese art 
although the Japanese have made 
some copies. Contrary to public 
concept, all jade is not green. Red 
jade is very valuable, and it also 
is found in yellow and lavender, 
Dr. Kramer said. He explained 
that it cannot be scratched with 
steel and the carving of it. which 
takes years of patient effort for 
even the smallest specimen, is 
done by grinding a harder mate­ 
rial. mixing it wth oil and using 
it for the jade grinding. 
SHOWS RARE PIEC ES 
Dr. Kramer exhibited a 1726 al­ 
tar piece in green, uniform in 
character, which, though fairly 
small, is valued at about $500, he 
said. A tiny horse in green carved

Bloodless Victory Is 
Proclaimed In Syria 


DAMASCUS, Syria <AP> — Sy­ 
ria’s high command claimed a 
bloodless victory Tuesday night in 
the two-day Aleppo revolt and the 
rout of its leaders. But it assured 
rebelling army officers their de­ 
mands for close ties with the 
United Arab Republic would be 
realized. 
The Central Army Command 
announced over Damascus radio 
that troops and officers in the 
northern city of Aleppo had pro­ 
claimed their loyalty to the Da­ 
mascus regime and returned to 
barracks “without any clash or 
fighting." 
(Despite the claim that there 
had been no fighting, truck driv­ 
ers who managed to cross over 
into Lebanon said 
they 
heard 
heavy gunfire coming from the 


vicinity of Aleppo around noon 
Tuesday.) 
The high command gave the 
Aleppo officers “guarantees to ex­ 
ecute the resolutions of the Horns 
conference.” At that meeting Sun­ 
day at Horns, midway between 
Damascus and Aleppo, the pro- 
U.A.R. officers from Aleppo de­ 
manded restoration of ties with 
President Gamal Abdel Nasser’s 
government broken by the army 
command’s revolt last Sept. 28. 
The rebels also demanded exil­ 
ing of junta officers influential in 
both the September revolt and the 
March 28 coup which 
toppled 
President Nazem el Koudsi’s con­ 
servative regime.

States today called on the 17- 
nation disarmament conference to 
tackle immediately the problem 
of ridding the world of nuclear 
weapons.

Dean suggested the conference 
set up a group of experts to study 
tile problem of demolishing all 
stockpiles 
of 
mass 
destruction 
weapons. 
“It is not too soon to begin this 
study." he said. “Indeed, we can­ 
not conclude a treaty providing 
for unconditional elimination of 
nuclear weapons until this study 
has been completed." 
Dean and Soviet Delegate Val­ 
erian A. Zorin clashed again on 
the problem of suspending nuclear 
weapons tests. 
Zorin charged that the West, in 
insisting on control posts rn So­ 
viet territory, was seeking to ob­ 
tain information on Soviet mili­ 


tary targets. He reiterated that 
such inernational enforcement ar­ 
rangements will never be allowed 
by the Soviet Union. 
Dean said the Soviet nuclear 
tests last autumn had taken the 
world by surprise and must have 
been prepared well in advance. 
This i* one (rf the reasons, he 
said, why the United States is not 
prepared to take any Soviet test 
ban pledges on trust and insists 
on

sions. 
The United States, Dean said 
would not be caught twice. 
And he asserted that the control 
system envisaged by the West 
contained enough safeguards to 
rule out any risk of espionage. 
Unless control is accepted by 
the Soviet Union. Dean said, it is 
useless to discuss a treaty—“It 
would be like removing the engine 
out of a car and then discussing 
what color we should paint the 
useless body."

As it is to this day in the Holy Land, blindness was 
a common affliction in the time of Jesus 
It is easy to imagine the unpleasant appearance of 
Bartimaeus, the blind beggar of Jericho— the sightless, 
staring eyes, encrusted with dried secretion and infested 
with Hies. 
Probably the disciples turned away from him in dis­ 
gust. But Jesus perceived the strong light of faith that 
snonc through his inner darkness, and led him, through 
his feelings, to know that he was in the presence of the 
Master. 
It is evident that Bartimaeus did so recognize Jesus, 
for he addressed Him by his Messianic title: 
“Jesus, thou Son of David, have mercy on me." 
Mark tells in his gospel that many charged him that 
he should hold his peace/’ But blind Bartimaeus. grop­ 
ing towards the Radiance that suddenly shone in the 
heaven of his personal night, would not he suppressed. 
He cried out louder than ever. 
"And Jesus stood still, and commanded him to be 
called. And they call the blind man. saying unto him, 
Be of good comfort, rise; he calleth thee. 
"And he, casting away his garment, rose, and came 
to Jesus. 
“And Jesus answered and said unto him, VY^hat wilt 
thou that I should do unto thee? The blind man said 
unto him.

Today, a daughter, Bertha Spafford Vester, continues her parents' American Colony 
Aid Association, remembering her fathers' words: "I have come to Jerusalem where my 
Lord lived, suffered and conquered. I hope to learn to live and conquer. How long we 
remain here is in the lord's hands."

WONT ACCEPT 
$24,000 HOME

WASHINGTON (AP) - Ameri 
ca'* seven astronaut* have had 
their mind* made up for them: 
they are not going to accept $24.- 
000 homes plus furnishings offered 
by the great heart of Texas. 
Under 
gentle 
tutelage 
from 
higher-ups Tuesday it might be 
misunderstood rf they accepted 
the spank in new houses from the 
Houston Home Builders Associa­ 
tion. 
None of the spacemen was pres- 
ent when the National Aeronau­ 
tics and Space Administration an­ 
nounced at a news conference 
that the astronaut* were regret 
fully declining the offer. 
But Lt. Col. John A. 'Shorty 
Powers, the "voice (rf the astro­ 
nauts," was there, as was C. Leo 
DeOrsey, business adviser for the 
spacemen. 
CALLED ETHICAL 
It was DeOrsey who had decid­ 
ed it was perfectly ethical for the j 
spacemen to accept the houses in 
Houston, which is soon to be the I 
home of a new $90 million manned 
space slight center. 
Then the White House, the Pen I 
tagon and NASA began to have 
qualm*, especially after the situa- j 
lion was highly publicized. 
So DeOrsey got in touch with 
NASA and received the word, 
which wa*, 
in effect, thumbs 
down. He communicated with Lt. 
Col. John H. Glenn Jr.„ the na- 
tion’* first man in orbit, who 
passed word to the other six as­ 
tronauts. 
As a matter of fact the space­ 
men don't seem to have been 
very active either in accepting 
the offer in the first place or in 
rejecting it in the second. They 
left it in the hand* of their law­ 
yer. DeOrsey. 
The NASA statement said the 
astronauts believe the free house 
offer was made in good faith, but 
“they now feel, however, that the 
motives of the people who made 
the offer and their acceptance 
might be misunderstood." 
The Houston builders said said 


they were sorry the offer was 
turned down and indicated they 
were disturbed that the situation 
had caused embarrassment. 


WASHINGTON (AP)—A consti­ 
tutional amendment outlawing the 
poll tax as a requisite in federal 
elections has been approved by 
a House Judiciary siitxxirrenittee 
and sent to the full Judiciary 
Committee where it is expected 
to meet with quick approval. 
The measure approved Monday 
is identical to one passed by the 
Senate last week. It would amend 
the Constitution to wipe out the 
poll tax, which still is a federal 
voting requirement in five states 
—Virginia, 
Alabama, Arkansas, 
Texas and Mississippi.
